Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claim 25 incorporates elements of previous claims 1 6 and 1 8, now cancelled, 
and applicant's amendment filed 1/18/1 1 specifies the temperature at which the crude 
lubricant is heated prior to degassing and purifying. In light of the amendment. Table 1 
of the specification demonstrates that the claimed lubricant demonstrates unexpectedly 
superior results commensurate in scope with the claims in relation to a lubricant 
obtained by an alternate purification method (supercritical extraction) and a crude 
lubricant. The data reported in Table 1 also serves to demonstrate that the product-by- 
process limitations of claim 25 and its dependent claims impart a structural difference to 
the product. The prior art does not teach the claimed lubricant, and the unexpected 
results overcome possible prima facie cases of obviousness over the references of 
record. The claims are therefore allowed.
